It Is rejated that at the 
pueblo at S»n Felipe there were once consid- 
erable vineyards, butas tbe Indians] got drunk 
on the wine they made, their autocratic gov- 
ernor, who Is elected by themselves, adopted 
theeuinmary and effective remedy of uprooting 
the vineyards. Now that the Indians can sell 
their grapes, they have boon permitted to plant 
Ihelr vines again. Some of the, best vineyards 
In tbo volley arc* those belonging to the Indu«- 
trlons and frugal Indians at Isleta. There are 
commonly but two kinds of gr.ipe grown—tbe 
Mission, which Is the same as that of Califor- 
nia, and tbe Muscatel—both belrig of the 
European species, a quito different fruit from 
tliegmpo of native origin cultivated In "the 
states " The vines are planted only i few 
feet ap irt, nnd are not trained on poles as la 
France ai)d treiuinny, nor on trellises us tu 
Italy, but have no support at all, being kept 
very low and btutnpy, growing only about 
three feet high. This Is principally to enable 
easj protection, as through tbe winter tbe 
vines are covered with earth heaped up from 
between the rows. Since tbe clliu ite is not 
so severe as In French «»d German wine- 
growing regions, ot first consideration, it 
seems as If this precaution should be more 
needed here than there, but a wine-grower 
t.ild me that in his opinion it w«i not so 
much the temperature as it was the dry 
quality ot tbe cold air which killed the 
vines 
At Mesilla 1 was told that some 


growers lu that place covered up their vines, 
while others did not, and It scorned to make 
no difference. Mesilla, however, is protected 
from the sweep of the cold northerly winds 
of a range of mountains. Tbe vineyards 
of the Kio Grande were sadly injured lu 
(he November of 1830, when an early cold 
snap found rontij growers with their vines un- 
covered, Thousands of vines were killed. 
The vines are of Spanish origin. Possibly If 
experiments were made with tbe harder varie- 
ties from France and Germany, these might 
be found to nocd no covering, and the quality 
of tbe wine might also be improved « U bis 
been In California 
There are thousands of 


acres on the Bio Grande available for grape 
culture, and the wine product may be expect- 
ed to Increase with the attention attnctad to 
tbe resources of tbe valley by tbe building of 
the railroad. 


Tbe quality of the wine differs greatly. The 


average native wine found In S*nta Fo It Is 
not Krowu there, tbe altitude is too great fur 
the European guipe was abominable stuff. 
In Albuquerque, however, one on find excel- 
lent wine, especially at the Jesuit fathers', and 
a Is6 at some of the principal wine-growers'. 
The latfl Madame Jowpulue Toudre, at Islets, 
was famed for her wine, and was one of tbe 
must successful growers. The wlneof Mesilla 
*"d El Paw Is also of good quality. The 
best of the red wine is light, *ud not at all 
hoidy.
